At Carrells

Big time auto racing returns 
to the Southland, Nov. 5 when 
the AAA National Championship 
cars and drivers invade Carrell 
Speedway's spectacular one-mile 
Road Race course.

These are the same cars and 
drivers that race at Indianapolis. 
Their appearance on the Gardena 
course is a history making event. 
In the first place the big cars 
haven't appeared In the Los An­ 
geles area since 1934, sixteen 
year* ago. That was the event 
held at Mines Field. Jt was pro­ 
moted by Bill White, the same 
person who is behind the Novem­ 
ber fifth speed classic.

It will mark the first time 
th« Indianapolis cars have bat­ 
tled on a winding road course 
and It will also be the first 
time these huge racing giants 
have made a right hand turn 
during a race. All eastern tracks 
are oval in nature, with all turns 
being to the left. Carrell's "pret­ 
zel" shaped road course ha,s a 
right hand turn in it that will 
give the championship drivers 
plenty to worry about.

Sanction was granted the 
eyent by Gordon Betz, AAA of­ 
ficial for this area, following 
clearance with national head­ 
quarters.

Greatest names in auto racing 
are expected to take part in the 
ivent. White said that, he expect­

Johnny Parsons, the Indianapolis 
champion; Walt Faulkner, Paul 
Russo, Henry Banks, Duke Na- 
on, Troy Ruttman, Lee Wallard, 
Mack Hollings, Tony Betten- 
hauser, Freddie Agabajlan, Jim­ 
my Davis, Walt Brown, Duke 
Dinsmore and many other na- 
ionally known stars.

One of the most famous ama­ 
teur drivers in auto racing his­ 
tory, Phil Hills, will be at the 
wheel of his own Jaguar, the 
model which has cleaned up most 
speed events for the foreign 
sports cars hereabouts.-

All drivers are- amateurs, who 
own their own cars and race for 
the sake of the sport.

The program is 
sanctioned by the A A A. More 
than thirty cars are expected to 
take part.
